The course will emphasize the 
important instrumental stylists, 
vocalists, arrangers, and orches- 
tral units which have conributed 
to the half century of jazz as 
well as covering both classical 
and romantic styles up to the con- 
temporary works of Schoenberg, 
Stravinsky and Hindemith. Con- 
sideration will be given also to 
the selection of adequate stereo- 
phonic listening equipment. 





Jewelry and Sculpture 

A course in jewelry making 
and small sculpture casting, of- 
fered on Wednesday evenings, 7 
to 10, at the Albany Adult School, 
603 Key Route Boulevard, will 
provide diverse opportunities to 
make attractive, personalized 
conversation pieces at very nomi- 
nal prices. Materials may be 
purchased through the school or 
through the open market. The 
course starts Wednesday, Jan. 4, 
and is open to the enrollment of 
all adults regardless of residence, 

The course will include ‘‘Lost 
Wax’’ bronze casting, a process 
dating back more than 2,500 
years and still used in casting 
bronze statuary. The instruetor, 
Stephen T. Seable, who has a 
wide background and consider- 
able teaching experience in the 
area, has simplified the tradition- 
al method and has greatly re 
duced the material costs and 
time. 

In addition to bronze casting, 
Mr. Seable will include both sil- 
ver and soft soldering for those 
interested, as well as the making 
of pins, cuff links, earrings, 
bowlss, and ash trays through 
the enameling on copper process. 


Electronic Course 


Basic electronics for beginning 
and non-beginning students will 
meet on Tuesday evenings, 7 to 
10, at the Albany Adult School, 
603 Key Route Boulevard, start- 
ing Jan. 5. 

This course will include atomic 
structure as it pertains to elec- 
tronics, resistance, inductance, 
capacitance, direct current the- 
ory, alternating current theory, 
resonance, basic power supplies 
and amplifiers. 

William Moon, the instructor, 
is a veteran of 20 year’s experi- 
ence in the electronic field with 
the U.S. Navy and is currently 
instructing in the. Advanced Ra- 
darman School at Treasure 
Island. 

No previous training is neces- 
sary for enrollment in this class.
